Kings on thc ronstruction of the lomlis ol the kings. 

Tli is was probably during the reign of King Tntankhamiin, bccause Sennefer lited 
at thc rud of tbc I bl li dynasty. And thc shabtis found ■■■ his grave have thc same 
sit I*- as thc king's shabtis. 

Their grave is locatcd in thc Southwest of thc western mountain of Dcir-el-Mcdina, 
it originally has 2 rooms, is deeoratcd and is therefore referred to as a well grave, 
so it has not becn giveu a TT number but a P ■■■■■■■ lice. 

The grave is number PI 159 and is gust in bctwccn all the other graves, ineluding 
TT008 front KHA & MERIT. 

The grille of Sennefer is earred out of thc rocks, thc upper chambcr was latcr 
reused by a eertain Hormes, this gravc was already ciraialcil and invcstigatcd by 
the Italian cYpcdition in 1905-1909 by Ernesto Schiaparelli. 


In 1928, Rernard Rruycrc investigatcd a lot of well gravcs. 

He also found thc intaet burial chambcr of Sennefer and Ncfcrit. 

The offieial opening was on Fcbruary 7, 1928. To get to thc burial chambcr one 
first has to dcscend a staircasc of 1.7 meters, then you eonie to an almost squarc 
burial chambcr. The niavimiini hcight of the burial chambcr is 1.90 meters. The 
walls arc vcry roughly earted and deeoratcd. 


The eastern wali is 2.35 meters, the western wali is 3.00 meters, the northern wali 
is 2.70 meters and thc Southern wali is 2.65 meters. 

When the burial chambcr was opened, thc Iioycs of Sennefer and Neferit stood in 
place along the western wali. 

And all thc burial gifts wcrc all still where they had becn plaecd during the funcral. 

Thcrc werc 17 bunehes of flowcrs in front of the Iioycs and another 3 branehes of 
the Persea tree near the large Iioy. In the eorner stood a Syronioor wood ehest with 
2 shabtis wrapped in linen, a pair of sandals, beads, and 2 eosmetie t ases. On top of 
tliis Iioy was a ehair with a leather seat. 

In the northeast eorner of the room werc 2 clay-stonc t ases, and 3 bowls with 
Pesea fruit, Room fruit, nuts and grain. 

There was also a blach standard of a fen and it was inlaid with it T ory and ebony. As 
well as 2 walking sticks wrapped in linen and alabaster tases.

The heart searab mado oi blaek słone lar on the liodv and 3 ehains of blue and 
gold-platcd beads las on the niunmir. the pcetoral hung on it, but it had fallcn oli' 
and lar in the roliin nc.rl to the ■iimiinis. 

The roliin of Senncfer was corered with a large slirontl on whicli lar a linen elotli 
tliat the deeeased presented for his funeral meal. 

The anthropoid niumnir eoffin is the Irpc of eoffin that was uscd in the seeond linII* 
of the 18th dynasty. 

The inseriptions on the blaek Iioy were written In rellnw. And the faee got an oelicr 




red color. Around il was a wig »f black willi rcllon bands, a broad collar willi the 
lorks In Ilie shapc of falcon hcads. Underneath a inllnrc spreads ils wings. The 4 
horns sous arc dcpictcd on Ilie side, Amset, Doeamntef, Kbcscnnocf and Hapi, 
together with Anubis I lie god and carctakcr of I lic deeeascd. 

The bo.\ of Sennefer bas a mcdiocrc quality and il seems llial il is a bo.v Ilial was 
purehascd from stock and where only Ilic lianie bas to be entered. 

The smaller Acfcrit coffin, wliieli slooil on the ground elosc to the entranee, was 
madę of Sycomorc w ood and looks much morę cxpcnsivc than the Sen nefer coffin. 

At the head of the Iwo Iioycs was a smali box madę of wooden planks. 

This was the bo.i for a cli i Id. 



JaroslaY Ccrny bas also bccn working on the evea\alion and thereforc somc of the 
objeets arc in the .\aprslek Mnscnm in Praguc and the human rcmains arc in the 
Hrdlićka Mnscnm of Anthropology, Tharles I niecrsily in Prague. 

The bodies of Sen nefer and .\cfcril are not munmiified. Only the skeletons wcrc 
reeovered. This cyplains why no eanopes were found in the grace. 


In the coffin there were scYcral carious bronze objjeets and smali perfume jjars at 
his fcet.

The cliild was In a coffin willi a sizc of lUt cm, I lic Imdr was In an cxtcndcd position. 
It was w r rappcd iii lincn and tlicrc wcrc no signs of mumniification herc cithcr. 

The estimated age of I lic cli i Id was around 8 to 12 mon I lis. 

The eausc of I lic dcath of liol li Sennefer and .\cfcri I ean no longcr be determined. 
And we also do not kmin the order of dcath.
